While I have heard that 
Disney's Flowers and Trees 
was the first color cartoon, 
didn't Ub Iwerks produce 
Fiddlesticks in color a year 
earlier?

Flowers and Trees (1932) was 
the first full-color cartoon. It was 
the first to use Technicolor's new 
three-color process, which made 
possible a complete palette of 
colors. Earlier color processes, 
such as that used in Fiddlesticks, 
were two-color processes, and 
were limited in their ability to 
portray realistic colors. Walt 
Disney had the foresight to sign 
an exclusive two-year agree- 
ment with Technicolor for the 
use of their new process in car- 
toons, giving him a great head 
start over the other cartoon 
producers. 


Was The Sword in the Stone 
based on a book? 
—L.R., Compton, CA 

While Walt Disney dug deeply 
into folklore for many of his ani- 
mated classics, for The Sword in 
the Stone he turned to a contem- 
porary novel by the well-known 
English author, T.H. White. The 
Sword in the Stone was pub- 
lished in 1938 and immediately 
became popular. The author 
later revised and rewrote the 
novel, along with two other 
books in his Arthurian cycle, 
and combined them with a new 
concluding section into a saga 
called The Once and Future 
King. The Sword in the Stone 
airs in March on The Disney 
Channel, inaugurating our 
Spring Animation Festival.

You will search in vain for the 
Passamaquoddy lighthouse in 
Maine. Even though Pete's Drag- 
on was set in Maine, it was filmed 
in California. We built the light- 
house specifically for the film on 
a point above Morro Bay. In fact, 
the lighthouse worked so well 
we had to get special permission 
from the Coast Guard to operate 
it. The town of Passamaquoddy 
was constructed on the backlot 
of the Disney Studio. 


Can you tell me the mean- 
ing of the phrase, “Ап E- 
ticket ride?" 
—T.C, Cocoa, FL 

The E-tickets, part of the ticket 
books sold at Disneyland and 
later at Walt Disney World’s 
Magic Kingdom, were for the 
most elaborate attractions. 
When Disneyland first issued 


ticket books, in October, 1955, 
there were only A, B and C tick- 
ets. D-tickets were added in 
1956 and finally the E-tickets in 
1959. It was not long before “an 
E-ticket ride," meaning the ulti- 
mate thrill, became a part of 
American slang. And that is why 
astronaut Sally Ride described 
her first excursion into space as 
a real E-ticket ride. Ticket books 
were phased out in favor of all- 
inclusive “passports” in 1982. 


Did Walt Disney ever make 
an Easter-themed cartoon? 
—К. С, Honolulu, HI 

Yes, there was one, Funny Lit- 
tle Bunnies, a Silly Symphony 
produced in 1934. Besides this, a 
Halloween cartoon, and a few 
Christmas cartoons, Walt tried to 
stay away from holiday themes, 
because they limited the appeal 
of the cartoons to certain times 
of the year and to countries that 
have the same holiday traditions 
as we do.

— Lef’s talk about money

"Honey, І wish you wouldnt 
discuss money in front of the 
children.” 

“Why not? They spend enough 
of it."—from the 1948 movie, 
Mr. Blandings Builds His 
Dream House. 


“Money is the last Victorian ta- 
boo,” says Jean Ross Peterson, 
author of /t Doesn't Grow On 
Trees (Betterway Publications, 
Inc., 1988, $5.95). “We seem to 
feel that nice people shouldn’t 
talk about money, especially in 
front of their children,” she says. 

“Because of our attitudes, we 
provide drivers’ education and 
sex education but no prepara- 
tion for every financial decision 
our children will have to make,” 
says Peterson. 

While teaching children about 
money is becoming increasingly

sense of financial responsibility. 


popular in schools—even ele- 
mentary school—and children’s 
banks are cropping up across 
the country, many parents won- 
der just how far they should go 


Learning to save money plays an important part in developing a child's 


in developing fiscal responsi- 
bility. How much should chil- 
dren know about parents’ sal- 
aries and financial situations? 
How do you best teach a child to 


Manage money? And at what 
age should you start? 

Peterson says that a child’s 
financial education should begin 
when he or she is old enough to 
say, “Buy me...I want...” At pre- 
school age, children can learn 
the names and value of coins, 
and can help pick a treat or a toy 


based оп a preselected amount. 


She suggests that by the age of 
about five, a child can be given 
an allowance that is based on 
what you expect the child to 
buy. By the end of elementary 
school children can understand 
what it costs to run a household 
and can learn to save for long- 
term goals. 

Children are naturally curious 
about parents’ incomes. De- 
pending on the child and the 
parents’ concerns about con- 
fidentiality, Peterson suggests 
that parents discuss their income

Mother and Daughter: The 
Letters of Eleanor and Anna 
Roosevelt. Edited by Bernard 
Asbell (Fromm International 
Publishing Corporation, New 
York, 1988, 366 pages, paper- 
back $9.95). 


Eleanor Roosevelt influenced 
millions of Americans with her 
speeches, newspaper columns, 
and radio shows. As a delegate 
to the United Nations, her power 
was felt around the globe. But a 
public figure has a private side, 
and Mother and Daughter: The 
Letters of Eleanor and Anna 
Roosevelt, edited by Bernard 
Asbell, is a new book that gives 


us a fascinating firsthand look at 
Eleanor as a devoted mother. 
The personal correspondence 
between the First Lady and her 
firstborn covers not only minute 
details. of American history from 
1916 to 1962 but also the de- 
velopment of a richly textured 
mother-daughter relationship. 
Then and now, parents and 
children relate to each other on 
several levels, and the Roosevelt 
letters are a striking example of 
that. Many of the notes are chit- 
chat, chock-full of news but of- 
ten seeming to lack emotional 
substance. Yet when read as a 
collection, they speak eloquently 
of the tension, rivalry, deep at- 
tachment and loyalty that exist 
between mother and: daughter. 
To read them is to be reminded 


of the subtle strengths and weak- 
nesses that go into most parent- 
child relationships. 

Two of the important issues of 
childhood surface in the corre- 
spondence—the bonding be- 
tween mother and child, and the 
Oedipal conflict, where a young 
child competes with the parent 
of the same sex for the attention 
of the other parent. A child who 
succeeds with the first task often 
does well on the second. But 
Asbell’s research suggests 
Eleanor’s insecurities pervaded 
the early years of Anna’s life and 
left Anna with a lifelong yearn- 
ing for a deeper attachment to 
her mother. 

In her later years, Anna re- 
called that her mother “... felt a

range without giving exact 
figures. 

"Explain to children that there 
are some things we don't talk 
about outside the family...that’s 
an important lesson, too," 
Peterson says. "But no matter 
what your income, it will sound 
as large as the national debt to a 
child. Explain how much goes 
for taxes, Social Security, savings 
and retirement plans, even be- 
fore you get it," she adds. 

The biggest problem for par- 
ents who don't teach their 
children about money, says 
Peterson, is that there will be fre- 
quent confrontations with the 
child. Parents, when faced with 
a child's request, may tend sim- 


s to say, "No, you can't have 


it" rather than suggesting a 
practical savings plan or a possi- 
ble way to earn the money re- 
quired for a purchase. "It be- 
comes an emotional ‘no,’ rather 
than a practical ‘no,’ says 
Peterson. 

The message to teach, Peterson 
says, is that you can’t have it all; 
you have to make choices. And 
it isn’t until a child does without 
things that he will learn to save. 
He needs a real incentive—in 
his terms—that can only come 
from having a degree of financial 
freedom, even if it means sitting 
home on a Saturday afternoon 
when he doesn’t have the mon- 
ey to join his friends for an 
outing. With the right direction 
and support, he'll also have the 
joy of saving enough money to 
make a much-desired purchase, 
one of the great pleasures of 
smart money management. 


—» Tips for teaching smart money 
management 


• Show your children the utili- 
ties bills and offer them a chal- 
lenge: if they can decrease the 
usage by a given amount, they 
can pocket the money. 

• Have little children cut food 
and other product coupons from 
newspapers and magazines. 
Identify needed items, and then 
let the children pick out those 
products when shopping...and 
earn the savings. 

• Involve the kids in planning 
family activities and vacations. 
Present the choices and involve 
children in the decision-making: 
Should we stay at a less expen- 
sive hotel so we can extend our 
vacation a day? Should we bring 
a picnic lunch and spend our 
eat-out money on souvenirs? 


* For а no-confrontation ap- 
proach to a child’s wants, have 
him cut out a picture of what 
he'd like and put it up in his 
room. Given his weekly income, 
use a calendar to help him count 
how long it will take to save the 
necessary money. If he gets 
bored with the saving process 
and decides against the pur- 


' chase, he will have learned an- 


other important lesson: some- 
times if you delay a purchase, 
you discover it really wasn’t as 
important to you as you first 
thought. 

• Don’t reward children with 
money. You may inadvertently 
teach children that they can pur- 
chase a sense of self-worth with 
money. —B.B.G.

tremendous sense of duty to us. 
It was part of that duty to read to 
us, and to hear our prayers be- 
fore we went to bed, but she did 
not understand or satisfy the 
need of a child for primary close- 
ness to a parent..." 

As to her father, Anna has 
written, "It's no wonder that I 
wanted to be a boy instead of a 
girl, and that Father was my 
childhood hero— not politically 
or as a world leader—just as а 
man and my father..." For most 
children, the Oedipal conflict is 
resolved without much fanfare, 
and the intense rivalry with 
mother is forgotten. For Anna, it 
took longer. Thirty-six years old, 
she resigned her job and moved 
into the White House to help her 


father, prompting her son to 
comment some years later, “My 
mother...was acting out her 
most vivid childhood dream: to 
be her father’s companion...” 

Competition with mother was 
a recurring theme in Anna’s life. 
A few years after her father’s 
death she wrote: *Mummy...'m 
going to try to get back on the air 
even if it’s only on a Westcoast- 
wise basis...When I go back оп 
the air Г try to compete ade- 
quately with you!” 

The response from Eleanor 
was swift: “Anna darling...I don't 
like being in competition & 
when you go on again I will try 
to get off as soon as possible...” 

Competition notwithstanding, 
Eleanor remained the most im- 
portant person in her daughter’s 
life. Anna kept her mother in- 
formed about the details of her 
thoughts and tastes. In every 


crisis, and there were many, in- 
cluding two divorces, Anna 
turned to her mother for sup- 
port. And Eleanor came through, 
psychologically and financially. 
After Eleanor’s death, Anna 
moved back to the Hyde Park 
area where her mother had lived 
and been so prominent. Editor 
Asbell offers this observation: 
“Anna now sensed herself as oc- 
cupying her mother’s space, at 
last being in touch with her, in a 


sense becoming her." 

Letters speak the truth, both 
for what they say and for what 
they omit. The Roosevelt cor- 
respondence speaks to the life- 
long effort Eleanor and Anna 
made to reach out to each other, 
sometimes stumbling, but al- 
ways getting up and trying again. 
The act of writing, in itself, pro- 
vides irrefutable testimony to the 
strength and loyalty of their 
mother-daughter tie.

=== Elementary, my 
dear Watson 


When last seen on The 
Disney Channel in “The Final 
Problem,” Sherlock Holmes was 
locked in mortal combat with his 
archenemy Professor Moriarity. 
That contest ended in a drawn 
match as both men plummeted 
into the cataract of Reichenbach 
Falls. Dr. John Watson was left 
to return to 221B Baker Street to 
mourn the passing of his friend 
Holmes, the world’s greatest 
detective. 

Yet Watson’s grief proved pre- 
mature—after an absence of three 
years, Holmes returns to help 
Watson solve a murder in “The 
Empty House,” the first of seven 
new adventures entitled The Re- 
tum of Sherlock Holmes. “The 
Empty House” premieres on April 
2 at 10:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific 
time); it is preceded by an encore 
presentation of "The Final Prob- 
lem" (which chronicles Holmes's 
apparent death) at 9:00 p.m. 

Jeremy Brett reprises his role 
as the icy and cerebral Holmes, 
a man obsessed with crime and 
the criminal mind. Joining Brett 
is Edward Hardwicke as Dr. 
Watson. (Coincidentally, Hard- 


wicke, the son of actor Sir Cedric 
Hardwicke, grew up in Holly- 
wood, where he was acquainted 
with Nigel Bruce, who played 
Watson opposite Basil Rathbone's 
Holmes in a series of popular 
films.) As with The Adventures 
of Sherlock Holmes, which aired 
earlier on The Disney Channel, 
the series is perhaps the most 
faithful adaptation ever filmed of 
Arthur Conan Doyle's stories. It's 
a delight for Holmes buffs as well 
as individuals unacquainted with 
the sleuth of Baker Street. 

Back in 1893, Conan Doyle 
had stunned the world with the 
publication of "The Final Prob- 
lem," which apparently spelled 
finis to Holmes's career. An his- 
torical novelist and a researcher 
into psychic phenomena, Conan 
Doyle felt that his Holmes “pot- 
boilers" distracted from his other 
works—and his reputation. He 
had, indeed, planned to kill off 
Holmes six stories earlier—but 
his mother, an adamant fan, for- 
bade it. Nevertheless, Conan 
Doyle had his way, and the read- 
ing public was upset at the death 
of their hero. No new adven- 
tures with Holmes were to ap- 
pear for nine years. 

Then in 1902, while on a trip 


to Devon, Conan Doyle was in- 
spired by a local legend to com- 
pose a new Holmes work, The 
Hound of the Baskervilles. But 
that novel was set before 
Holmes's disappearance at 
Reichenbach Falls (in the year 
1891). Finally, in 1903, Conan 
Doyle published "The Empty 
House," the first of 13 Holmes 
stories that were published col- 
lectively in 1905 as The Return 
of Sherlock Holmes. (For those 
unfamiliar with the Holmes 
canon, the great detective even- 
tually retired to Surrey, where he 
kept bees.) 

Six of the seven episodes of 
The Return of Sherlock Holmes 
are drawn from Conan Doyle's 
1905 collection. They're superb 
recreations of the original fic- 
tions. And because of that, you'll 
never actually hear Holmes say: 
"Elementary, my dear Watson." 
That line was created and fos- 
tered by the numberless stage 
and film actors who portrayed 
Holmes. Actually, in the story 
"The Crooked Man," Watson 
had crowed "Excellent!" at a 
coup of Holmes's. Holmes icily 
replied, "Elementary." 

But then a legend always 
assumes a life of its own. That 
fact doubtless discomfited the 
great detective, who often com- 
plained that Watson's memoirs 
of their cases emphasized the 
coincidental, the fantastic, and 
the tawdry over Holmes's ele- 
gant use of observation and 
deduction.

Comedy is king—and has 
been since the groundlings 
crowded the pit of the Globe 
Theatre for one of Master Will 
Shakespeare’s choicer offerings. 
In the 20th century, film added a 
new arena for comedy—an 
arena that has produced masters 


Now The 
Best of Hollywood (which airs 
every Monday at 9:00 p.m., 
Eastern/Pacific time) offers its 
“Funny Fellas” film festival—a 
selection of four films that show- 
case such diverse talents as 
Danny Kaye, Bob Hope, Jerry 
Lewis, and the Marx Brothers.

used to go into executive business meetings and make 

noises like Pthzzst!” Fred Newman says, scrunching up his 

lips and reenacting the cacophonous scene. Needless to say, 
Newman’s Harvard MBA didn’t take him very far—in the busi- 
ness world that is. Somewhere along the line he realized the 
white-collar, shirt-and-tie life wasn’t for him, and he decided to 
get into entertainment. 

“No one in my family was ever in show business—I was 
always this weird bird," explains Newman. “I grew up in Georgia 
with fabulous storytellers and I collected their voices and various 
sounds.

The class clown soon realized, however, that he enjoyed 
xeroxing his face and shooting paper clips more than the cor- 
porate world. So he took a plunge off the nine-to-five diving 
board into the world of comedy. He wrote a bestselling book, 
MouthSounds, about—what else—how to achieve social success 
by learning to whistle, pop, click and honk. 

Then came his job as host of the teen talk show Livewire. 
Newman remembers his first day on the set: “I walked out in 
front of all these teenagers and said, ‘Hey kids, it’s great to be 
here!’ They all gave me these stupid looks like I was an idiot. 
I really learned that teens are the toughest audience—you just 
have to be honest and natural.” 

Newmans first day on the set of the Mickey Mouse 
Club was just as nerve-wracking. "It was like the 
first day of college," Newman laughs.

JUDY COLLINS 
Looks at Life 
From Both Sides Now 


poet once said, "The longer one can 

look back, the farther one can look 

ahead." After 27 years as a singer, 

songwriter and activist, Judy Collins 
is doing just that. She's spent the past several 
years writing her autobiography Trust Your 
Heart. This winter she returned home to Col- 
orado to give a special performance in Aspen 
and to see her entire family for the first time 
in 10 years. The reunion proved an emotional 
and joy-filled event—and it was all captured 
by Disney Channel cameras for the extra- 
ordinary special Judy Collins: Going Horne. 
In excerpts from Trust Your Heart—and in 
an exclusive interview—Judy Collins dis- 
cusses writing, music, and her recent years 
of soul-searching. 


I am here in my studio on the Upper West 
Side of Manhattan, in the sprawling apart- 
ment that is home, thinking of new beginnings, 
old griefs, buried bones... 


Thus begins Judy Collins's autobiography. 
It is a stirring portrait of the woman known 
to most Americans as a singer of bittersweet 
ballads. But beneath the images of wild- 
flowers and haunting melodies exists a "Maid 
of Constant Sorrow." For Collins, writing the 
story of her life proved a cathartic experience. 

"It was a very hard and painful process— 
but very cleansing," Collins says. "There are 
times when you need to become quiet and 
reflective. It was very important for me to pull 
things together in my life, to take stock, then 
to move forward.

“I come from a generation which grew up 
wanting to write books," Collins continues. 
Whether recording her adolescent angst in 
journals or inventing lyrics with friends, 
writing has always been an integral part of 
Collins's life—as has music. 


I learned to read music before I could read 
words, and from the beginning I could play 
a melody I'd heard only once... 


Collins was born in 1939 in Seattle, Wash- 
ington. She grew up in a musical family, and 
family life was filled with Irish folk songs, 
piano lessons, and late-night sessions of 
singing ‘round the table. Her father, Charles 
Collins, had been blind since the age of four. 
He was also a well-known radio personality 
—and the greatest influence in Collins's life. 
Theirs was a close relationship, and Judy ap- 
peared with him on radio shows. She re- 
members her father boasting, “This tyke can 
harmonize with anything, even a car horn.” 

A child prodigy, Collins was trained as a 
classical pianist from an early age. Music was 
her constant companion—and consolation— 
through her father’s bouts with alcohol. “1 
was raised with the best music,” Collins says. 
“Tt was always there when nothing else was.” 

She was considered an “oddball” in school. 
Avant-garde movies, meetings on politics and 
nuclear policy, writing song and dance acts 
with her friends—these were her pastimes. 
Then, at 15, Judy Collins received a musical 
revelation: she heard Jo Stafford sing the

haunting, traditional ballad "Barbara Allen." 


Folk music, this new combination of melody 
and story, was to change my life...] was dis- 
covering that playing the piano fulfilled only 
half of my musical needs; here was the other 
half, the story. My life as a folk singer had 
begun. 


Despite vehement opposition from her 
piano instructor and parents, the young 
Collins set about forging her new path. She 
became a searcher of songs, discovering old 
Irish melodies as well as the contemporary, 
plaintive ballads of Woody Guthrie. 

“I was very attracted by the stories in the 
songs,” Collins explains. “For me, that’s what 
distinguished folk music from classical music 
and the pop music of that particular time.” 
Through song, Collins, Bob Dylan, and others 
told stories of love unrequited, young men 
lost in battle, and protesters’ vigils. 

For the struggles that would shape the 1960s 
were just beginning. It was an era of Civil 
Rights as Martin Luther King Jr. emerged as 
the leader in the fight for racial equality. The 
United States was becoming mired in the 
conflict in Vietnam. There were many stories 
to be told and causes to be fought for.

During the 1960s, Collins was as deeply 
involved in politics as she was in her career 
as a singer. “My father taught us that you can 
make a difference in the world,” she explains. 
“And I believe it’s essential for people to 
think they’re important in society. That has 
definitely guided me in my art and in the 
political choices I’ve made.” 

Collins sang at protests and political rallies. 
In spite of a sweeping string of arrests, she 
traveled to Southern cities to register black 
voters. It was a war zone, but Collins and 
hundreds of activists sang with hopeful 
voices, surrounded by policemen with hard 
faces and billy clubs. 


I and people I knew believed we would 
change the world, and the music I was hear- 
ing and singing convinced me we could not 
be wrong. 


Collins was part of a musical force singing 
the songs of Pete Seeger, Joni Mitchell and 
Dick Farina with spirit and a sense of pur- 
pose. The Greenwich Village clubs she per- 
formed in soon became a mecca for folk 
singers. It was a bohemian atmosphere—and 
Collins lived a bohemian life. 

Even though the “halycon, bright days of 
folk music" have been sweetened with time 
and distance, Collins refuses to glorify those 
years. She is a realist—and acknowledges the 


personal pain and the drugs that often 
blanketed her experience in the 1960s. 

“There was a lot of art and a lot of strug- 
gling to do what we thought was right,” 
Collins observes. “Ви! there was also a lot 
of insanity. In spite of the camaraderie of the 
1960s, I always felt quite isolated. There’s a 
lot of time I don’t remember.” 


People ask me if I miss the Sixties. I do not. 
I was filled with misery and pain for many 
of those years. 


Through bouts of severe depression and 
anxiety, Collins’s one solace was songwriting. 
She pulled bruised memories from the pages 
of her diaries and blended them into gentle 
lyrics with haunting melodies. 

Like “Barbara Allen,” the song that cata- 
lysed her passion for folk music, “Since 
You've Asked" was a tender love song—and 
Collins's first attempt at writing lyrics. “I’ve 
always been rather baffled about where my 
songwriting ability came from," Collins 
smiles. "I didn't intend to go about writing 
things that every one else was writing. And 
I don't think I have. 

‘Tve developed a lyrical, musical style— 
more like art songs," she continues. “Рео- 
ple listened to the lyrics back then. Then 
there was a period of time in the 1970s and 
early 1980s when the words to songs were 
inaudible because of over-production." 

The recent emergence of such popular folk 
singers as Tracy Chapman and Suzanne Vega, 
whose lyrics take a hard look at political and 
domestic issues, reminds Collins of herself 
and the music she sang 20 years ago. She 
sees folk music experiencing a slow, but 
growing revitalization. "I think there's more 
room for stories in songs now," Collins ob- 
serves. "There are also certain people in rec- 
ord companies starting to pay attention again 
to these kinds of singers and the important 
stories they have to tell." 


Art and politics must always mix. That was 
the folk singers' creed and Judy Collins's per- 
sonal philosophy. ‘“My...destiny was to be a 
part of the protest and the history of the 
times, social as well as political," Collins 
points out in her autobiography. Singing is 
Collins's lifeblood, and the stories in her 
songs have always been her means of ex- 
pressing matters of the heart—matters ро- 
litical and personal. 

Whether chairing committees or perform- 
ing at folk festivals, Judy Collins continues 
to work for the issues that first moved her 
in the 1960s. An optimist, Collins approaches 
her work with unwavering spirit and ideal- 
ism. "It is still a pleasure when I get together 
with other artists to give a benefit concert," 
says Collins. “I see a community of people 
again. And it reenergizes me."

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he statistics are alarming: An injury from an 

accident occurs every four seconds; a death 
from an accident every six minutes." Accidents 
are the leading cause of death among children 
ages one to sixteen. 

But most accidents car be prevented. It's 
simply a matter of becoming aware of the dan- 
gers that are present in your home, and being 
prepared to handle an emergency. That's why 
The Disney Channel, in conjunction with the 
National Safety Council, created The National 
Farnily Safety Test, (which premieres on Tues- 
day, April 4 at 8:00 p.m. Eastern/Pacific time). 

Hosts Bill Hudson and Cindy Williams, (who 
are married in real life), guide you through a 
fun and entertaining quiz that tests your family’s 
knowledge of safety and emergency prepared- 
ness in the home. There's also safety tips from 
“Dr. Jeremy." He's a comical quack played'by 
Jeremy Miller, one of the stars of the hit series 
Growing Pains. 

During the special you'll meet the catastrophe 
clan otherwise known as the Danger family. 
Their house is one big accident waiting to hap- 
pen. As the camera takes a tour of their home, 
you'll be able to pick out the apparent dangers. 

“Most people think accidents happen 
because people don’t have common sense,” 
says Janice Sutkus, Manager of Community 
Safety Programs Group at the National Safety 
Council. “But people need to be reminded of 
ways they can prevent accidents through 
éducation and practicing at home.” 

One method Sutkus offers, especially for 
families with younger children, is role playing.

She calls it the “tell them, show them, have 
them do it, then practice together” routine. 

“Even a three-year-old can practice an 
emergency evacuation drill,” explains Sutkus. 
She points out that children should be able to 
identify the sound of a smoke alarm, and 
crawl—in the dark—to the nearest exit. “Over 
800 children under the age of five die every 
year in fires, some of them because they don’t 
know how to get out,” Sutkus comments. 

The same role playing should be practiced to 
protect children against intrusion of strangers 
in the home, Sutkus suggests a game where the 
parent plays a stranger who comes to the door 
and wants to enter the house. To add some fun, 
the parent and child might reverse roles, each 
trying to trick the other into letting him inside. 

Sutkus emphasizes however, that a child 
should never let a stranger in the home, no 
matter what the circumstances might be. She 
reminds, “If, for instance, a stranger claims he 
needs to report an accident that happened 
down the street, a child can easily call an 
emergency number for him.” 

Of course no “test” can teach everything there 
is to know about safety. Families have to make 
a serious effort to learn about the potential 
dangers that exist in a household. “We hope 
the test will promote awareness,” says Sutkus. 
“We want families to watch it together then go 
out and take the necessary precautions to pre- 
vent accidents.” 

So make it a family event. Challenge each 
other with The National Family Safety Test— 
and make your home a safer place to live.

illiam Smith has injured his leg in 
a trap set by a gamekeeper. As 
his son and rescuer Danny anx- 
iously looks on, the elderly town 
doctor attends to William's 
wound. What makes this scene in Danny, The 
Champion of the World—a new Disney Chan- 
nel Premiere Film—so poignant is that William 
Smith is played by the acclaimed English actor 
Jeremy Irons—and William's son Danny is 
none other than Irons’s own 10-year-old son 
Sam. Portraying the kindly, fusty country doc- 
tor is the great Irish actor Cyril Cusack—who 
happens to be Jeremy Irons’s father-in-law. 
Three generations are at work on what Jeremy 
Irons describes as "that rare film I think parents 
will enjoy as much as children." 

Danny, The Champion of the World pre- 
mieres on The Disney Channel on Saturday, 
April 29, at 7:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). 
Based on Roald Dahl's classic novel for young 
readers, it is the story of William and Danny 
Smith and the great love they share. William, a 
widower who owns a rural gas station, has raised 
Danny on his own. The two live in a small gyp- 
Sy caravan parked behind the station. And 
while William and Danny might not lead a life 
rich in material goods, their love and support 
for one another is wealth of a far greater value. 

That relationship becomes even stronger 
when Victor Hazel, a local land baron and 
nouveau riche entrepeneur, attempts.to bully 
William into selling his land. To the ruthless 
Hazel, anything—or anyone—standing in his 
way must be pushed aside or razed. His 
overbearing manner creates a situtation that 
leads Danny to become "The Champion of the 
World" in the eyes of his rural compatriots.

Yet casting Sam Irons in his first feature film 
at age 10 did provoke some trepidation on the 
part of Jeremy Irons and his wife Sinead Cusack 
(herself a leading star in England’s prestigious 
Royal Shakespeare Company, based at 
Shakespeare’s birthplace of Stratford-upon- 
Avon). “We had a family debate,” Irons ex- 
plains. “My wife wasn’t at all keen about it.” 


Part of the hesitation lay in the rigors of the - 


acting life. “It’s a very tough profession,” Irons 


points out. “I don’t think you ever wish upon a 
child a life that requires you to cope with so 
many rejections, so many uncertainties. 


" As an actor," Irons says, “you are asked to ` 


work with your emotions. And emotions are 
things to take care of. But you’re constantly 
playing with them. They’re the tools of the 
trade. I think you have to be very bright to do 
that and keep them unsullied for your life.” 
Still Irons feels, “I didn’t want to turn my 
back on an opportunity of doing something 
with my son that I might never do again. And 
Cyril Cusack, his grandfather, is 77. | thought 
Га love a chance at that, just to have as a little 
document, three generations together.”

said, Моша you like to make a film?' and he 
said, ‘Well, I wouldn't mind making опе.” 

Of course, as Irons pointed out, having a real 
father and son portray a father and son on film 
is a distinct advantage— particularly given the 
closeness of the relationship between William 
and Danny Smith. "The emotions are unspoken, 
unplanned, in everything you do together. That 
is the plus, I think,” Irons says. 

Indeed, that is a great addition to a film that 
chronicles the emotional growth of a young 
person. For Danny, The Champion of the 
World is a richly comic tale of a boy's coming of 
age. That coming of age is not just reflected in 
Danny’s relationship with William, but also his 
introduction to, and acceptance by, the rural 
community in which he lives. It is a communi- 
ty ruled by age-old traditions and values.
